The Future 


A communication from a new breeder in 
Illinois who has made some careful selec- 
tions for a foundation herd writes to say 
that he is enthused over his new herd and 
entertains the belief that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle will more and more increase in num- 
bers throughout the country, and then asks 
“what do you think about the future cattle 
business in general ?” 

The answer necessarily is problematical. 
Those of us who weathered the storm which 
followed the last world war realize full well 
that any high level that may in the near 
future develop is most certain to undergo 
the same experience following the present 
world upheaval. No business will escape 
that experience. No one is able to arrive at 
a satisfactory conclusion as to what will 
happen, however it seems to be a concensus 
of general opinion that the beef cattle in- 
dustry will survive as one of the better en- 
terprises, and that those who have Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle will head the list. In 
other words, conditions this time will be 
more severe in so far as food production is 
concerned because of the wider area of de- 
struction. Civilization will necessarily have 
to be fed and beef will play an important 
part in supplying this food. Because of the 
hardiness and thrift of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle, their ability to carry on under the most 
trying conditions, and their ability to re- 
spond to feed, their quick maturity, and the 
superior quality of the flesh as evidenced 
by the carcass winnings in all parts of the 
cattle growing world, the Journal is of the 
opinion that Aberdeen-Angus will be tops 
whatever may happen. 

Present war demand is rapidly calling in 
the tonnage available in South America and 
Canada, and will undoubtedly require much 
of the product of the United States in the 
months ahead—for how long no one can pre- 
dict. Regardless of this demand Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle will command a first class rat- 
ing. If there is a premium, cattle of this 
breed will receive it. Undoubtedly prices 
will remain strong so long as military oper- 
ations continue. The longer they continue 
the more will our herds be reduced in num- 
bers. These two facts will have their influ- 
ence upon price levels. In view of the fact 
that Aberdeen-Angus stand out as a quality 
product this breed should continue to head 
the list of top beef cattle. 

Had it not been for his Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle many a farmer would have lost his 
farm in the last postwar ordeal. They should 
be good again. It will be well for those 
starting new herds to be very careful in the 
selection of their foundations. Good type, 
good quality, easy feeding cattle will more 
nearly meet any emergency. Those with 
well established herds are, and no doubt will 
continue to improve their cattle through the 
use of superior herd bulls. This statement 
brings to mind an incident we came across 
a few days ago. This particular breeder 
had a wonderful herd of cows, far above the 
average, just the kind with which to go 
places. He needed a new herd bull and re- 
fused to pay the price for a bull that would 
bring still better calves. He said his cows 
were good enough to produce the best. The 

statement is true. However an inferior bull, 
I mean a bull that will not be able to raise 
the standard has been put into service. 
There will be but one answer, a crop of 
calves that will not be as good as their 
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mothers. It will take but a couple of gen- 
erations of procedure like this to destroy the 
wonderful quality of the present cow herd. 


The Journal’s suggestion is that every 
breeder in the land keep an eye open for a 
better bull, and that he follow this course 
diligently in the years ahead. For those 
who do there will be the greatest degree of 
prosperity. Aberdeen-Angus today are the 
fastest growing beef breed in America and 
they are destined to keep that lead for the 
more difficult the going becomes the faster 
the breed will develop. Aberdeen-Angus 
are the farmers friend, a fact that is be- 
coming more and more generally accepted. 


Big Improvement 
in the Breed 


Mr. Everett Wright, of Bowen, Illinois, 
writes to tell the Journal that he has one of 
the first copies of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal and that “the breed has made a big 
gain since that time. There are a lot of 
good herds in the country now.” Yes, the 
breed is progressing rapidly in the point of 
numbers of good cattle in breeding herds 
and an ever increasing number of outstand- 
ing cattle available for the founding of top 
breeding plants. One has only to peruse the 
display spaces used by the Journal’s patrons 
these days to discover this fact. It was not 
so twenty-one years ago. Those who have 
the early numbers of the Journal will be 
surprised by comparing the pictures of those 
days with the pictures of the winners and 
the fine breeding herds of today, and agree- 
ably so because of the marked improvement 
in type and quality. There is still plenty of 
room at the top for all who labor diligently 
to still further improve the type and quality 
of our breed. Heads have been beautified 
materially, top lines have been improved as 
well as the bottom lines, and the latter have 
been dropped considerably, but not enough 
as a general rule, to give the depth of body 
that the individuals should have. This re- 
mark refers not to the better cattle but to 
a great many in the mass. The high tail 
heads have almost disappeared, the short 
drooping rumps are growing less in number 
with each succeeding generation, tail set- 
tings are improving. There is room still to 
do more on the top back end—it should be 
widened also. And then, those excessively 
bulging quarters should be stretched down 
toward the hock: this would bring down the 
flank lines as well. Some of our cattle a bit 
too short from flank to rear of quarter— 
that section needs improving in many in- 
stances. Careful selection of bulls will do 
the trick. Mellowness and the easy fleshing 
qualities are pretty well fixed, but these two 
features must be watched carefully. Straight 
lines, width, depth of body, full, smooth 
crops, fullness of heart and flank attract 
real beef cattle producers more than any- 
thing else.

The values given are 
f.o.b. values in United States dollars, based 
on the consular invoices, and the statistics 
have been compiled by the American Em. 
bassy and distributed through the Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce in the Argentine 
Republic:”

sold for a total of 84,100 pesos, making an 
average of 3,670 pesos per head.”

Looks like 
the American producers better be up on 
their toes in their own behalf to see that 
nothing transpires to seriously affect our 
own cattle industry. Undoubtedly some sort 
of an amicable treaty can be worked out 
that will adequately protect our home insti- 
tution to the extent of making our present 
high grain values profitable when run 
through our cattle feed lots. This must be 


done or our producers will stand in a bad 
way in the future.

With twenty-four exhibitors from eleven 
states displaying their herds at the First 
National Aberdeen-Angus, the show can 
well be pronounced a profound success. De- 
spite the torential rains which occurred over 
a period of weeks preceding and during the 
week of the exhibition, resulting in a de- 
pressing humidity which worked havoc 
among men as well as the beasts, the cattle 
came into the show arena in excellent form. 
Some of the classes were so large that the 
cattle showed to a disadvantage before the 
judges could get them placed. Neverthe- 
less the thousands of visitors who tramped 
up and down the alleys and at times jammed 
the show space to capacity were most fav- 
orably impressed with the great classes of 
Bonnie Blacks as they paraded and settled 
into position to receive the ribbons accord- 
ing to the dictates of judges Dean H. H. 
Kildee, of Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa, 
and his colleague Judge W. Alan, McGreg- 
or, of Andelot Stock Farms, Worton, Mary- 
land, who got along together swimmingly 
except upon one occasion. The settlement 
of the matter of junior champion female 
fell upon the shoulders of smiling Referee 
Tommy Brook, owner of T half H Ranch, at 
Camp San Saba, Texas, where Aberdeen- 
Angus reign supreme and without compe- 
tition. 

Folks were there from every corner of 
the cattle growing section of America, and 
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ning with Blackcap Effie R. 4th. Texans love them 


in goodly numbers. Interest in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle ran high. The men in charge 
of the various herds did an excellent job 
of caring for their cattle and keeping their 
stalls in splendid order. The men at the 
halters in the show arena were most cap- 
able and gentlemanly throughout the show- 
ing, creating a still better impression of 
both men and cattle. It was not so hot, 
however, the temperature hung around 96 
degrees most of the while after time for the 
sun to be high in the heavens. That sun 
scarcely appeared during the week the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus were making their showing. 
Rain squalls were frequent each day. These 
periods were followed with a dense humid- 
ity that kept things from being as pleasant 
as it was the week later when a chill fell 
over the country that reduced temperatures 
and made it more comfortable for the cattle 
as they rested in their stalls following the 
show week. 


Several herds that had been expected 
from the East failed to put in their appear- 
ance. Weather conditions were partially 
responsible. A change in freight rate rul- 
ings tending to increase the _ shipping 
charges excessively played a part too. It 
is understood that there is a general move 
on foot to increase the freight rates on show 
cattle to a point that will almost profit the 
use of railways for transportation purposes.

part of whoever may be respon- 
sible. Beef cattle shows are a 
cational, they are a vital part of 
the beef cattle expansion pro- 
gram, they are essential to the 
progress of agriculture, and this 
matter should be reconsidered and 
rates put back or left on the old 
schedules. 

Back to the show. It is going 
to be impossible in the limited 
amount of space that can be de- 
voted to this show to do the affair 
justice. However the Journal will 
attempt to paint briefly a general 
synopsis to give its readers an idea of the 
magnitude and the importance of this first 
attempt to show folks of the nation what 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle really are and how 
well they can be adopted into any local agri- 
cultural scheme where better beef cattle are 
desired. The general type and conformation 
of the entire show was above the average 
of years past. The quality and the fit was 
superb. The temperament of the cattle was 
amazing to the men of the South and South- 
west who had been led to believe in years 
past that the Aberdeen-Angus cattle were 
wild and unruly. In fact this show did won- 
ders to allay that unwarranted criticism of 
the breed. 

The first impression was created when 
the five aged bulls paraded. Kemp showed 
Quban of Awoi to the top; Swartz placed 
Revolution Black Prince second and Pierce 
came third with Blendmere Woodlawn. Each 
of these bulls had been first prize winners 
at leading shows, even purples had been 
hung on some of them. This was a set of 
massive, smooth, deep fleshed bulls, set on 
short legs. 

Eighteen twos really opened the eyes of 
ringside spectators. Brown floated smooth- 
ly to the top with Envious Blackcap B. 10th 
who went through to the senior and grand 
championship positions; his contender was 
found in the Simon entry Revolution of 
Muskogee, another excellent specimen; and 
next him stood Hardwickmere 6th shown by 
Hardwick Farms.

Aberdeen-Angus show which was held at 
Dallas, Texas, was not as large in numbers 
as the writer would have liked to have seen.

on the entire offering, sold at Dallas on Fri- 
day, October 10th, 1941, the skeptical must 
revise their conclusions as to the demand 
from the Southwest for real breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. Fifteen of the twenty- 
eight head were purchased by Texas buyers; 
three bulls went to Arkansas; two bulls and 
two females went to Oklahoma; the balance 
were sent out to Iowa, Washington, Indiana 
and Louisiana. A splendid distribution that 
must be pleasing to both Secretary Tom- 
have and the consignors as well. The im- 
portant feature however lies in the fact that 
a major portion of the cattle found new 
homes within the state of Texas. 

Col. Roy G. Johnston, of Belton, Missouri 
handled the block work in excellent form.

Well do we remember the day when the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle display at the Amer- 
ican Royal consisted of but three or four 
herds that were shoved off into some ob- 
scure corner of the show barns. It is not so 
today. Seventeen full herds and several 
parts of herds in 1941 filled the circle be- 
neath the arena seats as well as a goodly 
block in the lower barn. In fact the blacks 
made a rather imposing spectacle in 1941. 
Many of the fine herds that were at the 
National at Dallas came up to Kansas City 
where they met several herds that had been 
appearing on other circuits, thus assem- 
bling the second largest showing of breeding 
cattle for the year. That the folks, and 
there are hundreds of thousands of them, 
who attended the Royal were highly pleased 
with the 1941 showing of the breed was 
evidenced by the crowds that paraded the 
alleys in the barns and again by the intense 
interest shown in the arena. More than 
usual numbers crowded about the classes 
on the inside of the ring while greater audi- 
ences than ever sat upon the seats or peered 
over the rail along the section where the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle were being worked 
on by Prof. E. A. Trowbridge, of Columbia 
University, Columbia, Missouri, who direct- 
ed the tying of the ribbons in the breeding 
section. 

The regular classes were judged during 
the day time periods as usual, however the 
bull championships were selected during the 
evening horse show, as were also the female 
championships, and the evening later the 
groups of ten filled the arena, each time 
the final showings were made before packed 
houses, thus affording an opportunity to 
bring before these vast assemblages the 
best the breed had to offer. An innovation 
well worth while and a feature that was 
highly appreciated by the visitors. Never 
before were so many Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle at an American Royal show. 

The classes were well filled with out- 
standing specimens. Quban of Awoi headed 
the class of four aged bulls for Kemp and 
Blendmere Woodlawn came into second po- 
sition for Pierce, while Sawyer’s bull Emb- 
lem placed third. The two year old class 
was exceedingly strong and filled with bulls 
of splendid type and conformation, many of 
them being exceptionally close in the plac- 
ings as to quality and individuality. Brown 
brought up his National grand champion 
bull Envious Blackcap B. 10th for the blue, 
and he also went on through to the senior 
and grand championship honors as he did 
at Dallas. Kemp moved Revolution Supreme 
into second position and Simon’s Revolution 
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of Muskogee went into third place 
with a new comer, H. Ward Ben- 
son, of Des Moines, Iowa, showing 
Envious Elbanor at fourth. There 
were thirteen bulls in this class. 
Fourteen head came out in the sen- 
ior yearling section and the group 
was headed by the Swartz Broth- 
ers’ entry Elba’s Revolution S. 3d 
who had turned the same trick at 
the National. Fullerton moved 
Blackman 31st of Sunbeam into second; and 
Kemp advanced from the National position 
of eighth to third place with Blackcap Mar- 
shall 67th; while Envious Edward B. settled 
into fourth place for Brown.

Here’s a spot where action speaks louder 
and with more force than words. In the 
open steer show Aberdeen-Angus played a 
Mary Helen Bradley’s steer, 
£ Dannon’s Special, champion in the junior 
i‘ division, made a good play for the grand 
championship in competition with the 
blocky, low set, superbly haired Hereford 
bullock, who together with a pair of his 
same kind, and presumably from the same 
source, also captured the group of three for 
the pale faces. While the Hereford steer 
was lower set, and appeared to be much 
wider and thicker than the Aberdeen-Angus 
reserve, he had the advantage of an exces- 
sive coat of hair which was artistically done 
to give spread and width. I would like to 
see these two carcasses on the rail side by 
side in order to gain a better idea as to 
what is under the hide. Following is the 
open class placings:

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on Hill Farms Sale

The Bon Hill Farms sale was a consign- 
ment of top breeding cattle from the herds 
of Linn Eaton, Brooklyn; J. C. McLean, 
Quincy; Ernest Peters, Camden and Harvey 
L. Roberts, of Rushville, on whose farm this 
grand array of cattle was sold on Monday, 
October 13th. 

Sunday, the day we drove to Rushville 
was a wonderful day, real Indian Summer 
and no sign of rain in the sky, but one can 
not foretell the weather in this section, at 
least few have hit it often 
this fall and to say that it 
rained on Monday morning 
would be putting it mildly, 
for it really poured. 

Such a day is not usually 
accompanied by large sale 
attendance, but it did stop 
raining early in the fore- 
noon and in short order the 
lots drained off so one could 
get around fairly decently 
without rubbers, or over- 
shoes, which proved most 
convenient as most of those 
present had neglected to 
throw these articles into 
their cars before leaving 
home. 

Ours was the first car to 
be parked in the pasture 
just south of the Roberts 
farm home and following it 
through the gate was an In- 
diana car which pulled right 
up alongside. The passen- 
gers of this convertible 
were Mr. and Mrs. George 
Willis, of Morocco, Indiana, 
who are known to most 
breeders as owners of Willis 
Ranch, lately advertised in 
the Journal as Marillac. Be- 
sides being one of the first breeders on hand 
this morning they were also among the first 
to buy, adding several very nice females to 
their breeding herd this afternoon. 

While there was no high tops in the sale, 
the bulls selling at bargain prices and the 
top female bringing only six hundred dol- 
lars; a nice average price was maintained, 
with the fifty-four females averaging over 
two hundred and forty-six dollars. 

This top female was Rockhill Erinna 12th, 
one of Mr. Roberts good heifers, with a 
beautiful heifer calf at side, that sold to 
Elmer Alford, of Clayton, Illinois, for 
$600.00. Next top was Elbadina 79th of 
Greenview, a nice Elba Erica by Eminence 
of St. Albans that sold to Phillip Postel, of 
South Side Stock Farms, Rockbridge, [IIli- 
nois, for five hundred dollars; she also be- 
ing from the Roberts consignment. 

One of the bargains of the day was the 
first heifer led into the sale ring. As usual 
the first lot slides by at a bargain price and 
this was no exception. She was Pride 2d of 
Bonhill, a typy Pride of Aberdeen and a 
daughter of Pat Jr. She passed into the 
herd of F. W. Whitehead, owner of Airport 
Farm, Kahoka, Missouri, for three hundred 
dollars and had she sold later after the sale 
got under way she would have brought a 
great deal more. 

The breakdown on this consignment 
proves interesting. The Harvey Roberts 
consignment was the largest, totalling twen- 
ty-six head in all and they brought an aver-

age of two hundred and seventy dollars. 
These cattle were in good flesh, had been 
put up in sale condition and of course had 
the added advantage of being sold on the 
home farm without being trucked about the 
day previous to the sale. The twenty-one 
head owned by Linn Eaton brought an aver- 
age price of two hundred and eight dollars. 
The eight head owned by J. C. McLean av- 
eraged two hundred and fifty-one dollars 
and the five head sold by Ernest Peters av-

eraged two hundred and twenty-two dollars. 

Thus the entire offering of sixty-one 
head, including the bulls, averaged $238.44; 
the fifty-four females totalling $13,300.00, 
averaged $246.48. The seven bulls averaged 
one hundred and seventy-eight dollars. 

Mr. Eaton had the top bull, Pride Promise 
Lad, that sold to H. C. Merritt, Littleton, 
Illinois, for two hundred and twenty-five 
dollars. Mr. Merritt was the heaviest buy- 
er present at this sale, taking a total of six- 
teen head. 

This sale was held at the Roberts farm in 
the new sale barn which Mr. Roberts had 
constructed this year and the visitors were 
comfortably taken care of despite the heavy 
rainfall of the forenoon. The sale was cried 
by Col. Roy Johnston, of Belton, Missouri, 
who has capably handled a large number of 
the top Aberdeen-Angus sales of this year. 
Duane Clark, new fieldman for the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
was present and assisted with the sale.

visit with the breeders present, but this 
time is not long considering the eighty-one 
head of cattle that were tied in the several 
barns on the Lantz farm, nor considering 
the many visiting breeders present, and we 
tried to talk to everyone who seemed in- 
terested in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This 
classification included everyone present be- 
fore the sale, even some of the church 
ladies, who served the good lunch, were 
looking at the cattle this morning. 

There was a large crowd on hand early 
in the day, most buyers were present before 
eleven o’clock. The barns were filled with 
folks checking their catalogs and getting 
ready for the start of the auction, for with 
so many cattle to sell they had to start 
selling before one o’clock. 

Colonel Art Thompson was the auctioneer 
and divided the cattle among the buyers 
of three states, Illinois taking the most, a 
few going to Missouri and several head go- 
ing to Pennsylvania, purchased by J. E. 
Barbey, of Reading. 

Several of the top females went into 
Missouri. Mr. and Mrs. John Epple, of 
Gak Ridge Stock Farm, Columbia, Miss- 
ouri, were present and selected a nice Lantz 
Blackcap, Ericaminta Blackcap W. 2d, a 
daughter of Eileenmere 73d to add to their 
good breeding herd. Mr. F. W. Whitehead, 
of Airport Farm, Kahoka, Missouri, select- 
ed two head, one a choice Eisa Erica, En- 
quiry Dell 9th by Dell’s Evolution and out 
of Enquiry Erino, one of Senator Lantz 
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best young heifers in this sale. This was 
the first time I had attended one of the 
Central Illinois breeders sales for about 
3 years as Gay Quammen has assisted 
at the ringside at previous auctions, how- 
ever I had attended two of the first auc- 
tions and can say the quality of the cattle 
offered has improved with the experience 
of the several years of auction sales. The 
cattle are offered in good sale condition, 
not too fat and yet not right off the 
pastures. The bred heifers and cows with 
calves at side 
were readily ac- 
cepted and the 
open heifers sold 
well, however, 
like most of the 
auctions of the 
past weeks the 
bulls were slow 
in selling and for 
the most part 
went at bargain 
prices. Only three 
bulls sold over 
the two hundred 
and fifty dollar 
mark with the 
top bull Empress 
Earl Marshall W. 
2d, a good son of 
Earl Marshall 
27th and a direct 
grandson of Earl 
Marshall _ selling 
to R. L. Jones, of 
New Madrid, Mis- 
souri, for two 
hundred and sev- 
enty dollars. 
Next top bull was 
Blackcap Evolu- 
tion 85th, a son 
of Double Burgess out of a Lantz Blackcap 
dam that sold to Keith Brett, of Decatur, 
Illinois; and Mrs. M. L. Willerton of Dan- 
vers, Illinois, selected another of the Lantz 
bulls, Blackcap Evolution 81st a son of 
Eileenmere 142d at two hundred and fifty 
dollars.

Despite a chill wind and some rather 
heavy rains, Mr. V. C. Swigart stood quiet- 
ly in the auction box at his farm near Clin- 
tin, Illinois on October 28th and watched 
the assembled crowd bid quickly on the 
forty-seven lots offered. 

Colonel Nelson G. Kraschel cried the sale 
and did a most satisfactory job selling the 
forty odd head of cows at near the three 
hundred dollar mark. There was decidedly 
little market for bulls and only four were 
offered, these bringing $161.87 on the aver- 


age. 

That the Blackcap Effies had attracted 
more than one breeder was most evident 
and among them was Mr. R. T. Davis of 
Wheatridge, Colorado, who secured the 
most of the members of that tribe, includ- 
ing Blackcap Effie S. 7th a March 1940 
daughter of Eileenmere 73d, who topped 
the sale going at an even six hundred dol- 
lars. Mr. Davis also selected Blackcap 
Effie S. 20th and her heifer calf, Blackcap 
Effie S. 23d. The other three head of this 
tribe went to Timberline Stock Farm, Con- 
gerville, Illinois; H. L. Barrett, Lewistown, 
Illinois and Messrs. Hanes and Peters of 
Maroa and Camden, Illinois. It is interest- 
ing to note that these Blackcap Effies made 
an average of $478.75 which is pleasing 
enough. 

New buyers included Meier Angus Farm 
of Jackson, Missouri and R. E. Eck of 
Evansville, Indiana, each of whom secured 
several head, as did Willis Ranch of Moroc- 
co, Indiana and George Meeker and Sons of 
Mason City, Illinois.

ty poe was not large, at least it did 
not seem that such a large number of buy- 
rs were present around the new pens built 
ps accommodate the commercial cattle, yet 
when the commercial cattle sale started 
shortly after ten-thirty the little sales barn 
was packed as usual, for all these commer- 
cial cattle were sold through the sales ring, 
and not outside in the pens as we first 
ht. 

a of these commercial cattle sold at 
bargain prices, young heifers brought from 
$75.00 to $86.00, these the bred heifers; 
with young open heifers selling from $45.00 
to $70.00. This was not much per head for 
good commercial cattle, and these were ex- 
ceptionally good for they were cattle that 
were at one time eligible for registry but 
the papers had never been kept up. Then 
too the bulls in use on these females had al- 
ways been registered animals and the heifer 
and steer calves would compare with any in 
the average pure bred herd. 

Thirty head of heifers just about com- 
pletely filled the auction ring, and when 
they passed out through the side door they 
threatened several times to take the stand, 
Roy Johnston and Bill Barton right along 

’ with them, for they had to brush along the 
end of the stand in order to crowd through 
the doorway. 

Roy Johnston, Belton, Missouri, was the 
auctioneer, and really rolled the cattle 
through. The total score at the end of the 
forenoon’s work was $28,528.50 for 458 lots 
of cattle, or 464 head when counting the six 
calves that sold with their dams. These six 
cows and six calves were the top of the 
commercial auction, bringing one hundred 
and twenty dollars a lot and the most paid 
for any group was for the twenty bred heif- 
ers that sold to Philvalou Farm owned by 
Mr. L, M. Goehering, Columbiana, Ohio, at 
$86.00 per head to total $1,720.00 for the 
group. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Goehering were pres- 

ent at this sale and at the end of the day 
they had selected also a group of six well 
bred females at an average of over two 
hundred and forty dollars. After the sale 
I met Mrs. Goehering as she waited for her 
husband to settle for the cattle. I learned 
that these were the first registered Aber- 
deen-Angus they had ever purchased to 
place on their farm at Columbiana. 
_ Previously they had bred Herefords, be- 
ing in a rich farming section of Ohio, just 
by the Pennsylvania line where most of the 
cattle raised are the white faced, but on a 
recent trip to some eastern herds, and after 
visiting with the breeders and owners of 
some of the good herds had decided that 
they were in the wrong business. As a re- 
sult they attended this sale, picked out a 
nice group of twenty bred commercial heif- 
ers and six fine foundation females. 

The hour was late and we had not too 
long to visit, so left right away for Daven- 
port, taking Roy Johnston and Bill Barton 
along with me. Jimmie, Bill’s wife, had 
gone ahead to spend the day with Mrs. Otto 
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Nobis and to get a spot of rest in order to 
get some advantage over her dandy Kan- 
sas City show cold. 

This was my first visit to the Nobis home 
and am sorry it was not in daylight so we 
could have visited the barns, but it was a 
visit not to be forgotten, who could forget 
a standing rib roast with big onions and 
potatoes, the story Roy told of the train- 
wreck, and the reports from all present of 
the large shows they had attended the past 
few weeks, and such a fine host and host- 
ess as Mr. and Mrs. Otto G. Nobis? I can’t. 

After dinner the group retired to the liv- 
ing room and spent an hour or so visiting, 
just killing time waiting for the train that 
would take Mr. Nobis, Roy and Bill on to 
Fargo to attend the Northwest Breeders 
sale. Leaving these three off at the depot 
and heading the car towards home it did not 
seem long until I pulled up in front of my 
house at 3 o’clock, Sunday morning. Open- 
ing the door I heard tiny feet patter down 
the stairs and little Dickie stuck his tow 
head around the doorway to pipe, “Hullo, 
Daddy.”

Leaving the sales barn after the commer- 
cial cattle had sold we grabbed a bite to eat 
and returned to the ring to find the pavilion 
still packed and many more waiting for a 
chance to squeeze in. The females sold 
first with only three lots out of the first 
thirty bringing under two hundred and ten 
dollars. Highest price single lot was Bar- 
bara of Glencarnock 23d, a fine McHenry 
Barbara, that sold to Clyde Epperly, of Joy, 


Illinois. However, lot 48, Blackcap Shirley 
S. was the highest combination, the dam 
selling to Mr. L. M. Goehering, of Colum- 
biana, Ohio, at $300.00 and her calf selling 
for $100.00 to Tom Brooks, of New Wind- 
sor, Illinois. 

As usual the bulls did not sell as well as 
they could have, top bull of the two offered 
in the sale being Burgess Mariner 4th who 
sold to Henry C. Anderson, of Cambridge, 
Illinois, for $200.00. 

Following the sale of the bulls about 
twenty head of females were offered to IIli- 
nois buyers, this was a good group of vac- 
cinated heifers and cows, many with calves 
at foot.

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orthlane Herd Dispersion

Because of Lt. Tommy A. Leader, junior 


member of the firm of Harry Leader & Son, 
of Portage la Prairie, Manitoba, going into 
active service it became necessary to dis- 
perse the Northlane herd, or a major por- 
tion of it. The sale took place at the farm 
and consisted of two bulls, thirty-one cows 
and heifers and five calves. Feeling that a 
herd of registered cattle re- 
quires the personal attention of 
the owner, Harry Leader who 
spends a good share of his time 
in the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa, decided to rent most of 
his 1700 acre farm and dispose 
of the cattle. With reference 
to the matter Mr. Leader says: 
“It may be that we will be in 
the business again, depending 
upon Tommy’s return and desire 
to get reestablished on our old 
foundation.” 

Tommy Leader, 39, is a real 
cattleman and has acted as 
judge at many of the B class 
fairs in his country. He has a 
family of two boys and one girl, 
the older boy Harry Jr. is a 
student at the Portage la Prairie 
college. Tommy will be remem- 
bered by many International 
showmen as he has on occasion 
assisted Edwards Brothers and 
Hanna during their exhibitions 
at Chicago. He also showed the 
Northlane cattle throughout 
Canada, and successfully too. 
The Journal hopes that Tommy 
will return safely and re-enter 
the business in the not too dis- 
tant future. 

It will be observed that the 
cows of breeding age averaged 
more than $200.00 and that the 
young unbred heifers sold very 
well too. Kenneth McGregor, of 
Ada, Minnesota, was the most 
extensive buyer, taking no less 
than nine head of the females. 
Secretary F. W. Crawford, of 
the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association was present and purchased three 
head for the University of Manitoba herd. 
John Horton, of Petersfield, Manitoba, se- 
lected three head and Leslie Blight, of Oak- 
ville, Manitoba, secured four. 

The Northlane herd of cows had been very 
carefully selected and on it was used only 
the best bulls available, among them being 
Prizemere 12th a Rosemere bred son of 
Meraman of Tierra Alta, and a Western 
Canada grand champion. Idolmere 5th, an- 
other Rosemere bred bull by the Interna- 
tional grand champion Oakville Quiet Lad. 
Blackcap Bard was bred by the Martins of 
Michigan, and was a son of the Internation- 
al junior champion Bardell. Black Mar- 
shall H, bred by Thos. Henderson of Alberta 
was a son of Prince Marshall 7th by old 
Earl Marshall. Northlane Blackcap Bard 
4th, Leader bred, was by Blackcap Bard as 
was his full brother Northlane Blackcap 
Bard 2d. 

New blood was injected when Mr. Leader 
purchased Eileenmere 153d a full brother of 
the three times International grand cham- 
pion cow Blackcap Tolan 35th. Northlane 
Eileenmere was a splendid son of Eileen- 
mere 153d. Northlane Bardbird was a home 
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bred bull and Enchanter 2d of Bordulac bred 
by the Hanna Stock Farm, at Bordulac, 
North Dakota, was an intensely Blackcap 
Revolution bred son of Esquire of Bordulac 
a chief stock bull at Lonjac Farms at Lee’s 
Summit, Missouri. 

It will be remembered that young Harry 
Leader, Jr., son of Tommy Leader, showed 
the reserve grand champion 
steer at Brandon in 1939. And 
too that seven times during the 
last eight years the champion 
steer at Brandon has been of 
Northlane breeding.

The weatherman seems to always favor 
Virginians with a grand day for a sale, and 
October 13th, 1941 was no exception. The 
sun was out, and the crowd assembled at an 
early hour to watch the placings made by 
Mr. Daniel E. Wight, Monocacy Farms own- 
er, who had been asked to judge the sale. 
Mr. Wight made his selections after care- 
fully studying the type. He possibly paid 
more attention to type than to fitting, which 
we feel is a quite correct procedure, in plac- 
ing sale cattle. 

His champion bull was a rather easy se- 
lection, for Wintonier 4th, a son of Robert 
the Bruce of Wickwire, and out of a daugh- 
ter of the top female of the sale, Ellnora 2d 
of Bordulac, had everything it takes to be 
a champion. Short legged, exceptionally 
deep in his body with a lot of thickness, a 
full quarter and topped by a very masculine 
and breedy head. That the judgment of 
Mr. Wight was correct can be noted by the 
manner in which he sold. For he brought 
twenty-two hundred dollars of Cremona 
Farm’s money, and manager B. A. Rucker, 
Jr., never hesitated once until Colonel Fred 
Chandler of Chariton, Iowa, who relieved 
Colonel E. M. Grainger of Connecticut, the 
main auctioneer, had cried sold. Young Mr. 
Chandler can be proud that he has sold the 
highest selling bull in a Virginia Aberdeen- 
Angus sale to date, and we know of none 
that had a right to bring more than did 
Wintonier 4th. 

The champion female and Supreme cham- 
pion of the Show was the Red Gate Farm 
heifer, Erica Rose of Red Gate, a late June 
1940 daughter of Rock Revolution, he a son 
of Revolution of Page 2d, the 1928 Inter- 
national grand champion bull. She was a 
splendid typed heifer, well grown, straight 
in her lines and the makings of a real breed- 
ing cow. She will likely be mated to Ep- 
ponian of Rosemere 8th, for Dave Suther- 
land, manager, and his employer, Mr. Leon 
Cotnareanu, of LeBaron at Warrenton, 
promptly bought her at $590.00. She was 
one of seven good females that LeBaron 
added to their herd, and might well have 


cost several more dollars and been perfectly 
in line with present day values. Mr. Suth- 
erland knows the kind he wants and has 
many of them, and his purchases for the 
LeBaron herd were strictly the right kind. 


Top female sale honors went to the cow, 
Ellnora 2d of Bordulac, she a daughter of 
Revolution of Page 43d. This cow was bred 
by Hanna Stock Farm, Bordulac, North Da- 
kota and was purchased by the late Colonel 
J. B. Dillard at the 1936 International Sale 
for the very conservative price of $225.00. 
She was a bargain of that sale and upon 
more than one occasion I thought she was 
one of the top cows in the Winton farm 
herd. Apparently, others considered her the

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Buckeye Blacks are Better 


By Gay Quammen 


A letter from Secretary J. B. McCorkle of 
the Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation informs us that the first inspection 
has been made of the cattle nominated for 
the 1942 sale to be held at Columbus. There 
must have been some “low flying” done for 
twenty herds were visited and more than 
five hundred miles traveled during the one 
day trip. 

The committee, composed of Mr. McCor- 
kle and Mr. Rei Duprey, owner of Lincoln 
Ridge Farm, Van Wert, and Mr. Duane 
Clark, fieldman for the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association made the 
rounds and report many excellent cattle be- 
ing prepared for the late April event. Mr. 
Milton Miller, manager of Killbuck Farms, 
West Salem, also a member of the sale com- 
mittee, as well as president of the Buckeye 
association, was unable to be present be- 
cause of illness. 

Especially pleasing news was Mr. Mc- 
Corkle’s statement that the bulls to be of- 
fered are far superior to those offered in 
past sales. The lack of good bulls is, we 
think, very general, and perhaps the one 
factor that has a tendency to retard the 
progress of the breed more than any other 
single thing. By that statement, we do not 
mean that the breed is slowing up or back- 
ing up or anything of the kind. But we do 
mean that if there were available more real- 
ly good breeding bulls, more herd sire pros- 
pects that would prove good sires, the prog- 
ress of the breed would be more rapid and 
much more noticeable. However, lack of 
good bulls is not confined to Aberdeen-An- 
gus, for other beef breeds experience that 
same actual difficulty of producing as many 
good bulls as can be marketed satisfactorily. 
That the sales committee will be more and 
more exacting as to the bulls to be offered 
at Columbus must be true, for the annual 
sale is not a means of disposing a number 
of otherwise unsalable animals. The asso- 
ciation was formed to promote the breed in 
Ohio, and the officers and the sales commit- 
tee, as well as the average breeder in Buck- 
eyedom, recognize that poor type, poor qual- 
ity and poor breeding as well as lack of 


proper development has a resulting bad ef- 
fect on the private treaty business of the 
breeders in the state. There may be some 
breeders who have nominated bulls to the 
sale that will not be accepted. The Journal 
is of the opinion that these same bulls 
should not be consigned to the Columbus 
auction. Rather the half dozen or dozen or 
more bulls that may be offered should be 
such that there will be breeders in the state 
who can sell their old less desirable herd 
bulls and purchase one of the top bulls in 
the sale for the purpose of improvement of 
their herds. We like to see good bulls of- 
fered, and we like to see them well sold. 
But, for real promotion of the breed, we bet- 
ter offer top bulls and if they fail to bring 
the return that they should, it will still be 
far reaching promotion for the breed, and 
promotion that will, in a short time, result 
in most satisfactory returns from the cat- 
tle produced and offered for sale. We have 
known of bulls bringing thousands of dol- 
lars, have heard comments to the effect 
that the buyers of these bulls were certain 
to be ruined by paying such prices. Again, 
we have seen breeders who have refused to 
pay two or three hundred dollars for a good 
bull, and follow with the statement that 
they cannot afford to pay more than a 
hundred dollars for a bull. Which breeder 
loses the most money? We think and rec- 
ords of top bulls made over a period of just 
a few short years, tend to confirm the be- 
lief that the good bulls always pay the 
greatest dividends. 

But good bulls mated to poor females, al- 
though they do show a great improvement 
in. the calf crops, do not have the chance 
they should to promote the business of their 
buyer, and we are happy to comment, that 
the females in the Ohio sale are again go- 
ing to be far superior to the very good of- 
fering held last April in Columbus. Bred 
heifers are being featured. We have noted 
some very good bulls being purchased by 
Ohio breeders and they are now going to 
offer some good females bred to these good 
bulls. We lack details as to the number to 
be offered. We expect, however, that there

On October 22d the fifth annu 

bus Producers’ Show was staged i Ppa 
fifth consecutive year, an Aberdeen-Angus 
was made grand champion of the show. The 
steer, bred by Mr. Albert Tuttle of Urbana 
was purchased by Miss Ina Yoder of West 
Liberty and fed and exhibited by her. This 
young lady has before, gone into the win- 
ner’s coveted circle, for in 1939 she showed 
the grand champion and in 1940 the reserve 
grand champion. Mr. McCorkle states “This 
was quite an acceptable steer, and would 
have withstood much stronger competition 
than was present at the show this year,” 
The steer was sold in the evening to a 
Columbus newspaper (We regret that we do 
not know which one) and was presented to 
charity. The price was 42c per pound and 
should have returned the winner a very de- 
cent sum. 


This isn’t the first black steer to win in 
Ohio this year, for the grand champion steer 
at the Chio State Fair was an Aberdeen-An- 
gus, the Champion Vocational steer was an 
Aberdeen-Angus, the champion 4-H club 
steer was an Aberdeen-Angus, and the Pen 
of Five steers bred and owned in Ohio was 
also of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. In other 
words a clean sweep has been made for the 
grand champion carload, a load of Missouri 
bred blacks were exhibited by Whitehall 
Farms, Yellow Springs, Ohio, to win that 
major award.

Quite a crowd gathered at Mr. T. R. Jones 
Paw Paw Farms near Tuckerman, Arkansas 
on Thursday, November 6th to attend the 
first of the Arkansas Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association sales. Weather was 
far from encouraging, and many of the local 
roads were impassable, yet, breeders were 
present from more than five states to bid on 
and buy the cattle. 

There were no extremely high tops and no 
slack-ups, but a very fair general average 
prevailed from the moment that Colonel 
Roy G. Johnston of Belton, Missouri opened 
the sale, with the good female, Erica Eleona 
2d 542935, a double bred granddaughter of 
Evidence of Strathmore.

Arkansas State Fair was held 

They beginning October 27th. Winnings 

; “the preeding classes were not available 
* time of going to press with this issue. 
However Judge Otto V. Battles, owner of 
Rosemere Farms at Yakima, Washington, 
and Maquoketa, Iowa, long experienced as 
showman and judge at both foreign and 
heme shows, forwarded the information on 
the steer placings immediately following the 
completion of the judging. Referring to 
the showing at Little Rock Judge Battles 


we: would like to say that there was a 
very fine showing in all three breeds in the 
steer classes, in the 4H, F.F.A., and open 
shows, and that the Aberdeen-Angus steers 
which won the championship over all as 
well as the reserve championship over all 
were particularly good. They were steers 
that would receive a good rating in any 
strong show in the land. As is true in all 
other sections of the country there is a great 
new enthusiasm developing here for the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. While I have not 
yet had an opportunity to work on the 
breeding classes it looks like we were to 
have an excellent display in that division 
of the show as well.” 

From the Arkansas Gazette, published 
at Little Rock, is gleaned the following 
comment on the junior and open steer show 
where the Aberdeen-Angus entries captured 
both the grand championship as well as the 
reserve grand championship over all breeds 
in competition with very strong. entries 
from both the Whiteface and the _ Red, 
White and Roan breeds, both of which have 
been of longer standing in Arkansas. 

“Experience gained in the show ring at 
former expositions helped produce three 
new champions as the Arkansas Live Stock 
Show opened to shivering spectators in 
North Little Rock. 

“The champion in each of the Future 
Farmers of America, 4-H Club and open fat 
steer classes was fitted and shown by an 
owner who obtained freshman experience 
at the state fair last year. 

“The grand champion and reserve cham- 
pion baby beef of the show were Aberdeen- 
Angus steers weighing more than 1,000 
pounds each. Both were fed in the same 


lot on the L. A. Sloan farm near Imboden. 
But there was no argument when the F.F.A. 
entry, shown by Lucien Sloan, Jr., received 
the judges’ nod over the top 4-H Club ani- 
mal, exhibited by George Pickett, 11, be- 
cause the grand champion class was picked 
by three of the best known judges in the 
United States. 

“Nancy McWhorter, 13, of Rogers, who 
as a 4-H Club member last year showed 
the grand champion baby beef, graduated 
to the open class this year and continued 
her winning ways. Her Hereford, weigh- 
ing 964 pounds at 11 months, won the open 
breed championship and bowed only when 
forced to face those two Aberdeen-Angus 
chunks of beef. 

“Young Sloan’s grand champion, 17 
months old and weighing 1,110 pounds will 
be sold along with other baby beeves at 
Saturday morning’s auction. Fred A. 
Smith, state director of vocational educa- 
tion, voiced the hope that the top animal 
will bring a bid of $1.50 a pound. Young 
Sloan’s vocational teacher is Cecil M. Bittle 
of Imboden. Sloan’s baby beef placed fourth 
in the 1940 F.F.A. show. 

“George Pickett’s Aberdeen-Angus which 
won the grand championship of the 4-H 
Club show, weighs 1,000 pounds. The boy’s 
father is associated with L. A. Sloan, Sr., 
in the operation of his Lawrence county 
stock farm. After the 4-H Club champion 
was bought from Mr. Sloan when four 
months old, it was permitted to remain 
with the animal which won the grand cham- 
pionship. 

“George also demonstrated the value of 
seasoning in the feeding lot and show ring. 
His entry won third place in the 4-H Club 
baby beef show a year ago. He’s a small 
kid but he handled his half-ton of beef like 
a veteran. 

“Two other boys accomplished important 
things. Billie Dow Huggins, member of 
the Ozark 4-H Club, took the reserve cham- 
pionship in the 4-H baby beef show with an 
Aberdeen-Angus weighing 1,000 pounds. He 
also won first and second places in the 
lighter class of beef, steers weighing less 
than 800 pounds. He, too, benefited by ex- 
perience in last year’s show, when his ani- 
mal placed fourth in its class.”

ers of native cattle. Still farther east will 
be found the splendid herd belonging to 
Frank Godchaux & Son, at Abbeville. These 
gentlemen not only maintain a_ splendid 
breeding herd of registered cattle but they 
operate on an extensive scale in the com- 
mercial field, using chiefly the native cows 
and heifers as a foundation, and retaining 
their cross bred heifers for improvement 
purposes.

For the second consecutive year Aber- 
deen-Angus steers swept the boards at Min- 
nesota’s Junior Live Stock Show, winning 
both the grand championship and reserve 
grand championship. This year’s show, the 
twenty-fourth was held as usual in barns 
adjoining the South St. Paul Stock Yards, 
October 27th to 30th. Pipestone Elbar 
shown by Lawrence Cunningham, of Pipe- 
stone, Minnesota, won first in the yearling 
class and went on through to the grand 


to win supreme honors at this show in the 
last seven years carried his breeding. 

In the twenty-four shows held at South 
St. Paul, sixteen grand championships were 
won by Aberdeen-Angus steers, four by 
Herefords and four by Shorthorns.

championship of the show. His closest com- 
petitor was Zar 28th of Ada, winner of the 
senior calf class and exhibited by Beverly 
J. McKinney, of Granite Falls, Minnesota. 

Third in the championship ring was the 
champion shorthorn steer, a roan yearling 
exhibited by Lila Moeller, of Hardwick, 
Minnesota. The Hereford champion of the 
show was a yearling steer exhibited by 
Charles Cunningham, of Pipestone. 

Entries in the show are limited to the 300 
top calves in the state, and of the 300, 159 
were Herefords, 49 were Shorthorns and 90 
were Aberdeen-Angus. Herefords dominat- 
ed in number but were crowded out of con- 
sideration in the championship ring by the 
two Aberdeen-Angus class winners and the 
Shorthorn champion. 

Pipestone Elbar was bred by M. L. Sny- 
der, of Madelia, Minnesota, and was calved 
May 11, 1940. He left the Snyder farm the 
last Saturday in September 1940, and when 
Lawrence reached home with him, he placed 
him on a good nurse cow who did her share 
in developing him until the first days of 
March this year. Corn, oats and oilmeal 
formed the bulk of his ration during the 
winter and summer with boiled barley be- 
ing added during the latter part of the sum- 
mer and continued until the Junior Live 
Stock Show. Elbar was the third Snyder 
calf which Lawrence had fed; his 1940 calf 
placing fourth at the Junior Live Stock 
Show and his 1939 steer first. Pipestone 
Elbar is from the famous Finlarig Elba 
tribe which has produced so many good 
cattle in the Snyder herd. His sire is Elbar 
Earl Marshall, by Blackcap Marshall 10th, 
an own son of Earl Marshall. His dam was 
also sired by Blackcap Marshall 10th, thus 
making him the product of a half-brother 
and half-sister mating. 

This is the fourth time in the last seven 
shows that calves dropped on the Snyder 
farm have won the grand championship at 
the Minnesota Junior Live Stock Show and 
the other calf of the five Aberdeen-Angus 
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exhibitors and show management and never 
have his decisions been more popular with 
the ringside than when he again had to 
place both the grand championship and the 
reserve grand championship on the backs of 
the Black Doddies.

“I suppose every breeder who is strivi 
for improvement is confronted With th 
problem which we face now. Nearly al] f 
our young heifers are superior to more ther 
half of our cow herd and we, naturally 
want to keep the heifers and sell the pet : 
I realize this cannot nor will not go on be 
ever because the herd standard tends to ro 
proach a limit wherein a very few of the 
heifer calves stand out above the Pree 
average. Along with these good heifers are 
an equal number of their brothers which ar 
good bulls and we have had a very phon 
market for them, establishing a minimum 
price of $200.00 which is good for this see. 
tion, and having sold them all before they 
attained the age of fourteen months. These 
young bulls that have gone out through the 
State are beginning to bear fruit and you 
would really be surprised at the quality and 
number of little herds in this section, Now 
everybody wants females and what’s more 
they are willing to pay for them. 

“I made quite a study of our set-up to 
figure out how soon we could sell top fe- 
males without hurting ourselves. We have 
to get thirty-five calves a year; this means 
a heifer must be grown out and bred to 
calve in the fiscal year before she can be 
considered as a replacement for one of the 
breeding cows. On this basis it will be an- 
other twelve months before I can have a 
breeding herd in which I can take distinct 
pride in every individual. It seems as 
though we have been at this job intermin- 
ably but those are the facts. We won’t ev- 
en have a bred cow for sale again until after 
the Spring calves come. 

“This all brings up the question of adver- 
tising. In spite of the fact that we have to 
turn down inquiries for females and that 
our present sales would hardly seem to war- 
rant the advertising we are carrying, I not 
only believe it pays but I believe we are be- 
ginning to see how it pays.

Here again I 
don’t simply want to raise the price; in oth- 
er words, the class of bull we have been sell- 
ing for $200.00 we continue to sell for 
$200.00 and it is that bull’s dam which I 
want to replace.

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The Pure Breds of Britain 


Will the Registered Live Stock Industry of the British 
Isles be Able to Survive the Perils of the Present War? 


By Otto V. Battles. 


The cattle breeders of Great Britain, dairy 
and beef alike, have been asked to volun- 
tarily reduce the size of their herds, with 
the warning that if such action is not taken 
immediately a compulsory order to do so 
will be issued by the government. What is 
the reason for this action? 
For the answer I quote 


sults in live stock improvement. Breeders on 
the continent of Europe have had no such 
opportunity, because at all too frequent in- 
tervals their lands have been over-run by 
invading armies, which in one way or an- 
other destroyed the best of the live stock. 
This very thing has happened to 
the low countries, Norway, France, 


from a recent issue of a 
well-known British agri- 
cultural publication: 
“First of all there is the 
need’ to save. shipping 
space by ceasing to import 
feeding stuffs for ani- 
mals. Within recent years 
such imports have on the 
average exceeded six mil- 
lion tons a year, and this, 
of course, makes a very 
heavy demand on_ our 
shipping space, a demand 
which under present cir- 
cumstances cannot be met. 
The battle of the Atlantic 
is still to be won and the 
equipment of our forces in 
the middle east requires 
all the ships that can pos- 


the Balkan countries, and part of 
Russia only recently. 

Will it now happen to Britain? 
I do not think so. The threat of 
destruction to the live stock of the 
British Isles by actual invasion be- 
comes less every day as the de- 
fenses are continually strengthen- 
ed. At first thought, then, it would 
seem that the precious herds and 
flocks of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland are in no danger of extinc- 
tion or of even suffering a severe 
setback, and it would be grand if 
this were true. But is it true? I’m 
afraid not. There are other and al- 
most as serious threats as invasion 
to this great British industry. 

Let us see what one or two of 
them are. Well, first, there is the 
matter of feed mentioned at the

break of the present war, 
which is proving much more destructive 
than any which has gone before, this writer 
has on occasion expressed the opinion that 
the reason that practically all of the pure

My heart pie 
out to our brother breeders across the seq 
and when some friend from over there 
writes me of his worries concerning his 
herd, I wish that we in America, who are so 
greatly blessed, could do more than we are 
doing to relieve the serious situation which 
confronts them. If it is, however, impos- 
sible to give direct aid to the breeders of the 
country which furnished us with our founda- 
tion animals, we can at least continue to in- 
crease and improve our own herds to the 
end that when this terrible war is over we 
can, if necessary, send back to the mother 
country enough of our own animals to give 
the industry there a fresh start. Some will 
say that this is all very far-fetched, and 
that O. V. B. is unduly concerned, which | 
hope is the case. But I cannot escape the 
feeling that until the present war is ended 
there will be a continued threat to the wel- 
fare of the pure bred herds of Britain.

Keller, Mr. Froman of Pilot Knob, who is 
starting a new herd, Starner Bond of Oak- 
town, Indiana, and John Greenburg, of Win- 
gate, Indiana. On the record, we would like 
to state that a lot of old time breeders, well 
established would do well to watch this 
young man, for he both selects and buys the 
right kind, pitching his chips quickly and to 
the limit that he set for the individuals 
value. We venture that he will have a herd 
of cattle of which Hooiserdom may well be 
roud. 

7 Garrett Tolan of Pleasant Plains, Illi- 
nois (and why should we give his address? 
It is well enough known) was on hand and 
not merely sitting on the seats. Right here 
we would like to digress again for a mo- 
ment. When Mr. Tolan attends a sale, (and 
he goes to many) he likes the good ones. 
They must be well bred, not necessarily 
Eileenmeres, but bred right, from good 
strains and good individuals, and he prompt- 
ly either buys them or some one pays a fair 
price for them. In the Fountain Glen Sale, 
he selected three very decent females, and 
none of them sold too high, nor did they 
sell at figures under the general average. 

The market for bulls was also steady, not 
too high, but reasonable. The top, Fountain 
Glen Rebellion 12th 569459, a two year old 
son of Rebellion of Fountain Glen was se- 
lected and purchased with never a moment’s 


onel 


hesitation by Mr. H. W. Smith and Sons of 
Fonthill, Kentucky. He was well worth the 
money and it is our opinion that Messrs. 
Smith expected to pay far in excess of the 
four hundred they were required to bid to 
secure this bull. Two other bulls passed the 
three hundred mark, one, The Earl of Foun- 
tain Glen, a Colemere 12th son, going to 
Dockins and Ziegler of Veedersburg at 
$385.00 and the other, an eleven month old 
son of Fountain Glen Rebeilion 10th selling 
at $350.00 to Mr. Robert Swain of Marshall, 
Indiana. 

The club calf sale following the breeding 
cattle was rapid with the top being a calf 
purchased by Mr. G. C. Charlesworth ut 
$114.00. Another top went to Charles Grubb 
of Covington at $112.50 and the third top 
went to Smith Brothers of Young America, 


Indiana, at $98.00. Jesse C. Haigler of 


Bloomingsburg, Ohio, enroute to Texas for 
some fifteen hundred head of steer calves 
purchased the fourth top at $97.00 and the 
entire thirty odd head averaged more than 
seventy odd dollars at average weights of 
about four hundred fifty pounds. According 
to our figures that’s well over fifteen cents 
per pound.

Manager Maurice W. Jencks has every 
reason to be proud of the Aberdeen-Angus 
showing made at his 1941 Kansas Free Fair 
held at Topeka, September 7th to 13th. 
There were six full herds out and this num- 
ber was augmented by showings made by 
several other exhibitors, making a total of 
eighteen exhibitors. Judge W. J. 
Largent, a prominent Hereford 
breeder at Markel, Texas, did a very 
nice job of directing where the rib- 
bons should be hung. The cattle 
came from Iowa, Kansas, Missouri 
and South Dakota. 

Kansas breeders have an equal 
right to be proud of the showing 
made by the Swartz Brothers, from 
their Sunflower herd at Everest, 
Kansas. They carried away twelve 
of the nineteen blues and the senior, 
junior and grand champion bull rib- 
bons. Kemp, of Iowa, received the 
other seven firsts and the purples in 
the female division. Geary County 
show herd stood first among the 
county herd showings; Sedgwick 
County was second; and Doniphan, 
Atchison and Brown Counties joined 
forces to make up the third prize 
county herd.

You know the interest in good Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle just keeps about two 
ymps ahead of we breeders here in Kansas, 
es continually have more buyers for cattle 
than we can supply. 

For every new Aberdeen-Angus herd 
started in a neighborhood creates a desire 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the other 
farmers Or ranchers of that neighborhood 
and you know I have come to the conclusion 
that the very fact that Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle fit in so well in either a small farm and 
small herd or in larger farm or ranch herds 
jg one reason there is this continual demand 


for seed stock. 

What I am trying to get over is this, that 
everybody who tries cross breeding with an 
Aberdeen-Angus bull in a herd of mixed 
cows, some beef and some dairy are so well 
pleased with the results that they are anx- 
ious to get more Aberdeen-Angus blood in 
their herds for they invariably find the half 
breeds good milkers and easy keepers. 

Only a day or two ago a fellow from Paw- 
nee county told me he had sold a steer from 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull and Jersey cow for 
$85.00. He said “what do you think of that 
for a bucket calf.” 

Now before I say anything about our As- 
sociation meeting at Hutchinson I want to 
say that I have never seen so many fine cat- 
tle of every breed both dairy and beef 
shown at Hutchinson as there was this year. 

Which just proves that the thing that 
some of us have been saying for several 
years is coming true very rapidly and that 
is this fact, that Kansas farmers have set 
their heads on making this State one of a 
balanced agriculture that will make for a 
greater security and dependable income year 
after year. 

There again Aberdeen-Angus cattle do 
their part for it is well known that there is 
not a breed of cattle in the world that will 
stock a farm up as quickly as will Aber- 
deen-Angus for with their early maturity, 
their great prolificness, regular and sure 
breeders they will just build a herd quicker 
than any breed. Their great hardiness ac- 
counts for their long usefulness as breeders 
both bulls and cows. One of the best breed- 
ing bulls in our State is twelve years old, 
has run with the herds all his life and is still 
going strong. 

In starting our own herd one of our first 
buys was a cow twenty years old, we liked 
her and the buying public has liked the off 
spring she left with us. 

Another point way out ahead for Aber- 
deen-Angus is their small bone conformation 
which reduces calving losses. In our own 
herd we have never yet lost a cow or calf at 
calving time and I don’t think that is from 
any special care on our part. We just see 
that at all times the herd has plenty of wat- 
er, salt and grass (or weeds during our dry 
years) and plenty of home grown straw or 
fodder during the winter. Aberdeen-Angus 
tan take it under any and all kinds of con- 
ditions without any special commercial feed. 
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They will eat whatever you raise at home 
and like it and do well. 

Now for a report of our meeting held at 
State fair grounds Hutchinson, Kansas, 
Monday, September 15th, at 7:00 P. M. On 
account of a heavy rain that evening the 
crowd was small, but every one took a real 
interest in the plans for our 1942 spring sale 
which will be the third spring sale for our 
Mid-Kansas Association, but will be the first 
for several members of the State Associa- 
tion. It is to be a State sale handled just 
about the same as our Mid-Kansas sales 
have been in the past. The date will be 
chosen later, when it will fit in best with 
the other spring sales along about the last 
of April. 

I already have several fine cattle consign- 
ed and we are planning on having even bet- 
ter individuals on sale than we have had in 
our past sales and that sets a pretty high 
mark to shoot at for our past offerings have 
been well liked by our buyers both before 
and after our sales and that is what we are 
trying to do is to sell cattle that the buyers 
like after they get them home and that has 
happened in the past and for that reason 
we could not find enough bulls in the State 
to put on a special bull sale as we had hoped 
to do early in the spring. 


So there will probably not be more than 
twelve to fifteen bulls in our spring offering 
of a total of seventy to seventy-five cattle. 
We had out to our meeting Mike Wilson, 
Muscotah; Swartz Brothers, Everest; Fred 
P. Chilen & Son, Miltonvale; Ralph Poland, 
Chapman; Mr. & Mrs. A. J. Schuler, Junc- 
tion City; Mayers Brothers, Sylvan Grove; 
Mr. and Mrs. Locke Hershberger, Little Riv- 
er; Mr. and Mrs. Harry E. Pierce,Partridge; 
Mr. and Mrs. Matt J. Malone, Raymond; 
Mrs. John A. Simon and Sons, Maize; Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul O. Hershberger, Hutchinson; 
Mr. and Mrs. Irl Ramage, Little River; Mr. 
and Mrs. H. L. Ficken, Bison; Phil Ljung- 
dahl, President of State Association and 
representing Ljungdahl Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding establishment; and Mrs. Hetzel and 
myself from Kinsley. 

I have never known a group of men as 
willing to make sacrifices at the present in 
order to build for the future as have been our 
Mid-Kansas Aberdeen-Angus Breeder mem- 
bers. Each year they consign cattle to our 
sale that they would rather keep at home 
and they would not offer these same cattle 
at private treaty but they do agree each 
year to make these good consignments to 
our Association sale, feeling that by sacri- 
ficing at this time they are building a repu- 
tation for Kansas bred Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. 

From one member’s letter received a day 
or two ago I quote, “I will consign four head 
and mostly to get acquainted and show the 
grade of cattle available at my farm.” 

Now Mr. Hahne, when a fellow consigns 
cattle mostly to show what kind of cattle 
are available at his farm you know they are 
to be of his best.

It was Friday, October 10th that two 
gentlemen came into the office and asked 
for some information as to where they could 
find four good coming two year old bulls. 

This is not a strange request for nearly 
every week someone comes into this office 
inquiring about a good bull or some founda- 
tion females and even about commercial 
cattle, but this request was a little out of 
the ordinary for it was 
one of a -very few 
times anyone from 
Canada had stopped in 
the office to inquire 
about registered Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. 

These two breeders 
were Mr. William Ped- 
ersen of Milestone and 
Mr. Gordon F. Connell 
of Regina, Saskatche- 
wan, Canada and we 
did our best to give 
them information on 
the location of a few 
outstanding herds in 
the mid-west although 
at the time we did not 
know just where that 
number of prospective herd sires would be 
available. 

As both Mr. Connell and Mr. Pedersen 
planned on attending the Peters-Roberts- 
McClean-Eaton sale on October 13th at 
Rushville, Illinois, I knew we would meet 
again and that we could talk about the cat- 
tle they would see during that interval over 
the weekend. 

Monday morning at the Rushville sale it 
rained, one of our regular heavy fall rains, 
that one would think would keep everyone 
at home. But, a large crowd was present 
early in the morning and the hours before 
the sale were spent in circulating about the 
barns and visiting with breeders and get- 
ting acquainted with the new breeders pre- 
sent. I did not see either of the Canadian 
gentlemen and thought sure they had gone 
on to Memphis, Tenneesse. They were in

the States in company with two Hereford 
breeders and their secretary, a Mr. Robert- 
son, who planned on attending the big 
Hereford show at Memphis. However, just 
as the sale started, Mr. Connell came to me 
and it was then we planned they should re- 
main in Illinois and go around visiting herds 
until the following Thursday when we 
would all attend the Congerville sale. 

Monday evening, Mr. 
Pedersen, Mr. Connell, 
Mr. F. W. Whitehead 
of Kahoka, Missouri 
and I stayed in Ma- 
comb, Illinois and talk- 
ed about the cattle 
they had seen over the 
weekend, and to plan 
our routes for the next. 
two days. 

We had wanted Mr. 
Duane Clark, fieldman 
for the American Aber- 
deen-Angus’ Breeders 
Association to join us 
on Tuesday, but he had 
promised some eastern 
feeders to examine a 
group of commercial 
cattle and could not be with us this first 
day but planned to meet us Tuesday even- 
ing at Springfield, Illinois and travel with 
us on Wednesday. 

Monday evening I learned that they had 
visited several good herds in 
central and southern Iowa. 
As I recall they had stopped 
to see the following breeders, 
John and Elliott Brown of 
Rose Hill, Iowa; Senator H. 
D. Miller of Morley; Irvin 
Kemp and F. T. Plummer 
both of Marion; Ray & Her- 
bert Cline and Cecil Shawver 
of Knoxville; Roy Koster of 
Gladbrook; the Battles herd 
at Maquoketa and the Otto 
Nobis herd at Wilton Junc- 
tion. 


The family of bulls mostly 
represented on their stops 
over the weekend had been 
of Bell Boy M. K. breeding, 
with a few other sires, but 
these stops had been planned 
mainly to see the type and 
quality of the Bell Boy bulls 
of whom they had heard a 
great deal as this family has 
made a great record in sev- 
eral Iowa herds and especial- 
ly in Marion County. Tuesday morning we 
drove over to Whitehead’s farm and saw 
some good young bulls, all of Hanes’ Eileen- 
mere 2d breeding being out of his junior 
sire Enchantress Eileenmere Boy, a son of 
Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d, with some of his 
young stock out of dams that had been bred 
when purchased to Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d. 


Our visitors were much impressed with 
Enchantress Eileenmere Boy and would 
like to have added his name to their list 
of prospects, but Frank would not make a 
price on him, they also thought the old herd 
sire, Martin of Osage, which was purchased 
as the top selling bull in the Central Miss- 
ouri sale a year ago was quite a bull for 
his age. 

After seeing the young stock at the farm 


and visiting the cabin we drove o

Leaving the Whitehead farm, now 
as Airport Farm, we drove ‘oes 
Quincy, crossed the river and over to Jack- 
sonville, Illinois to visit the herd at Clar- 
quin Acres, the good, but small herd owned 
by Mr. Clarence Quintal. Here we saw a 
tidy group of young calves and three older 
bulls, too young to classify for their list 
but nice individuals. Perhaps the most in. 
teresting part of the visit here was seeing 
a direct daughter of Earl Marshall, the 
first, and perhaps the last these men will 
ever see. 

It was rainy, muddy and wet underfoot 
and got dark early this evening, so without 
taking time to call Mr. Quintal to the farm 
we headed for Springfield where we waited 
dinner until the arrival of Duane Clark, 
who had spent this day visiting some Miss- 
ouri herds in company with Hamilton Bro- 
thers of Good Hope, Illinois. 

Some time was spent this evening in re- 
viewing the cattle visited and hearing our 
visitors tell about the cattle they had seen 
previously in Minnesota on their way down 
to Webster City. It was this evening, we 
learned why these Canadians were in the

United States looking at pure bred bulls. 
It seems that in Saskatchewan they place 
a penalty of one dollar per head on the 
market cattle having horns, and over a per- 
iod of some time this account has been run 
up to nearly sixty thousand dollars. ;

“The following morning, Wednesday, we 
drove over to the J. Garrett Tolan farm at 
Pleasant Plains and it was here we spent 
most of the forenoon. Neither of the Can- 
adian visitors nor Duane Clark had ever 
heen on this home farm where Abraham 
Lincoln had often stopped to pump a drink 
and rest himself on his journey to and from 
Springfield. ; 

Here the boys saw Eileenmere 85th, pull- 
ed his loose hide and spent much time ex- 
amining this sire with such a high produc- 
tion record. All the cattle in the show barn 
were led out for inspection and a nice 

roup of sale heifers were gone over be- 
ore we drove down to the south place where 
they saw Postelmere, the junior champion 
at the Houston, Texas show and another 
fine group of sale heifers. 

Another highlight of the day was seeing 
Blackcap Missie, poor old crippled up 
twenty-one year old mother of Blackcap 
Tolan 35th, the three times International 
grand champion female and old Missie is 
still producing a fine calf each season. 

As Mr. Pedersen and Mr. Connell had 
spent a day in examining Bell Boy breeding 
it was decided that this day would be spent 
in reviewing the type and quality of the 
Eileenmeres. 

They had started with descendants of 
Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d at Whiteheads, then 
down to the Tolan farm to the fountain- 
head of all Eileenmeres and from here on 
to the J. F. Thornton herd at New Berlin, 
Illinois. 

Jumping into two cars we all drove down 
to Thorntons, in the group were the two 
= Duane, Garrett, John and yours 
truly. 

As we entered the lane we saw one of 
the nicest pastures it would be possible to 
find in many a mile, stately trees that had 
been trimmed up about twenty feet, a blan- 
ket of blue grass and all with the trim ap- 
pearance of a state park or picnic grounds, 
populated with some of the thickest ma- 
trons you could hope to find. 

It was here we saw Eileenmere 190th, 
one of the good sires in Illinois, and a fine 
group of his calves running in the lot just 
south of the house. Quite some time was 
spent here, for although Mr. Thornton did 
not have any bulls for sale our visitors 
wanted to see what it was possible to do 
with selected females and the Eileenmere 
topline. 

Leaving here and back to the Tolan farm 
to drop John and pick up “Tex” Spitzer we 
were off again to visit the South Side Farm 
at Rockbridge, Illinois. It was quite a run, 
nearly seventy miles and as the farm en- 
trance was reached we met Philip Postel, 
owner of the herd, who returned to the 
farm with us to show us the cattle. 

This was a treat for all, Garrett and Tex 
being the only ones of our group who had 
ever before been at South Side. It was late, 
about four in the afternoon, when our ar- 
rival was made, but staying until dark we 
were able to see all the young bulls and a 
wonderfully thick group of heifers at the 
buildings just west of the house, then back 
over several hundred acres to another set 
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of buildings to see some more bulls, then 
to see the steers being fed for International 
competition and over to see the blue grass 
pasture before making our leave. 

Quite some layout, some fifteen hundred 
acres of land converted into an extensive 
and intensive livestock improvement pro- 
gram which includes Belgian horses, Berk- 
shire hogs and Aberdeen-Angus as the 
principal actors with some two hundred 
breeding cows and over eight hundred suck- 
ling pigs at the time of our visit. 

We saw here one of the best sons of 
Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d that one would find 
anywhere and a number of young bulls that 
met the Canadian’s approval. 

Returning to Springfield to visit, then 
eat, and then visit again we went over the 
ideas and information picked up on this 
day’s visiting. Our friends from the North 
were much interested in Garrett’s breeding 
program and first thing they pointed out 
was that while Garrett told how he raised 
herd bulls he had neglected to tell them 
one item which they had ferretted out for 
themselves. 

Garrett told them that he raised his own 
herd bulls, that he would buy unrelated 
cows and breed them to his outstanding 
sires in hopes of getting a bull calf that 
would make a prospective herd sire. Our 
Canadian friends figured out with the aid 
of their Tolan sale catalog that most every 
time, if not every time, this unrelated fe- 
male would be strong in the blood of Earl 
Marshall, and as Mr. Pedersen pointed out 
this Eileenmere top on the Earl Marshall 
females had worked wonders in this great 
breeding herd. 

Mr. Pedersen and Mr. Connell had in- 
spected some thirty bulls that had been 
priced, the prices ranged from two hundred 
and fifty dollars to twenty-five hundred 
dollars with the majority of the better bulls 
coming in a price range of five hundred to 
a thousand dollars. 

Now of all the herds visited and of all 
the bulls priced about eight were suitable 
for export to these Canadian herds. I will 
not mention any names but will tell of a 
few faults and defects that caused these 
men to scratch from their lists a number 
of these sires priced. 

Point one is lack of identification of the 
breeding herd, a minor fault, but one that 
makes considerable difference to many buy- 
ers. Point two was the fact that several of 
the best bulls had low spots in their backs 
that did not show up when they were walk- 
ing but only when they stopped and posed. 
Even though on inspection these bulls show- 
ed no signs of a tie in that low spot these 
men did not want to haul that type of a 
bull several thousand miles to a new home 
to be used for herd improvement cam- 
paigns. They wanted straight, strong and 
level backs on their bulls. 

Another fault was high tailheads, some- 
thing most of us have not heard about in 
some time, but these men were particular 
and wanted that tailhead laid in as smooth 
as the skin on an apple. 

One gratifying statement made by our 
friends was that our prices were in line, 
our breeders had not tried to hold them up 
just because they learned they were from 
Canada. In fact, our breeders had tried 
hard to please them in every way and that 
our average prices for good sires were no 
higher than the prices quoted them for 
Hereford and Shorthorn bulls. 

No bulls were purchased this week, but 
we hope they will arrange to take home 
some of the bulls they saw, for they were 
much impressed with several of the bulls, 
and the impressions they received this week 
will determine largely the number of bulls, 
and the sources from which they will buy. 


Now for a word or two about Canada. 
Canada, especially Saskatchewan does not 
have the roads we have, perhaps only 
seventy or eighty highway miles of hard 
surface, or blacktop in the province, which 
is large enough for Iowa to rattle around 
in. They were much pleased with our splen- 
did roads, although their highways are 
gravel and very wide, so wide that Mr. Con- 
nell did not enjoy our narrow pavement for 
other than its easy riding qualities and the 
speed we could make. 

I learned that Canada was trying to pay 
sixty percent of the cost of this war by 
direct taxation, gas costs a great deal more, 
some articles of clothing were very high 
while other items were right in line with 
American prices. It was two of the most 
enjoyable days I ever had, those spent in 
the company of our northern neighbors and 
I hope that soon they will return and we 
can take a longer time to visit the herds as 
we only scratched over the surface of the 
many good herds in the midwest. 

Oh yes, Mr. Pedersen told that he had 
been since last February in arranging for 
this trip, so much red tape to be cut getting 
the passports and funds, etc., and then they 
brought one hundred dollars each across 
with them. No wonder they enjoyed this 
trip for we never heard any war news, 
read no papers and just had a bully time 
seeing some great herds of cattle.

National Live Stock and Meat Board 


Chicago, Ill—The National Live Stock 
and Meat Board, which represents all 
branches of the live stock and meat indus- 
try, has just announced the launching of an 
intensive, far-reaching program in the in- 
terests of national health 
defense which will di- 
rectly reach three-quar- 
ters of a million home- 
makers in every section 
of the country within the 
next nine months. This 
program will stress the 
fact that good nutrition 
is the first essential in 
the all-out effort to 
make America stronger. 

Twelve home econom- 
ists of the Board’s staff 
who are agreed that the 
greatest single task of 
America’s homemakers 
is that of providing an 
adequate diet for their 
families, are in charge of 
this program. Their 
schedule up to June 1, 
1942, calls for more than 
700 lectures, which 
means that this is the 
most outstanding effort 
of the kind in the Board’s 
history. 

This work with home- 
makers, which is one 
phase of the Board’s pro- 
gram in the interests of 
national defense, follows 
in the wake of its Army 
activities in which 749 
men have, to date, been 
trained as meat special- 
ists in Army 
across the country. 

Off to a flying start 
the week of September 
8, this health defense ef- 
fort features four days 
of practical instruction 
in each of 157 cities. All 
phases of the subject of 
meat of homemaker in- 
terest are covered. This 
work is sponsored by the publishers of lead- 
ing daily newspapers in these cities who re- 
gard it as an exceptional opportunity for 
them to do their part for national health 
defense. These newspapers are driving 
home the importance of proper nutrition to 
the nation, and the necessity of meat in a 
balanced diet through special articles which 
will reach their readers in more than five 
million homes. 


Four major points are being emphasized 
in this program as follows: 


1. Because it is such a rich source of 
protein, iron and copper, phosphorus, vita- 
mins, calories, and other dietary essentials, 
meat is all-important in the diet for health 
defense. 


2. Meat provides greater variety than 
any other food. The large number of meat 
cuts available and the wide range in prices 
makes possible a meat dish for every occa- 
sion and every pocketbook. 


3. Meat is the richest source of the vital 
B group of vitamins, including thiamine, 
riboflavin, nicotinic acid, pyridoxine, and 
pantothenic acid. In this connection the

In addition to these 
points the Board’s home 
economists stress the 
fact that meat is indis- 
pensuble in the child’s 
diet; meat is the basic 
food in successfy| 
weight-reducing and 
weight - gaining diets; 
through the proper 
choice of cuts, meat can 
be included daily in the 
diet of low-income fami- 
lies; the meat of the less- 
demanded cuts is as high 
in nutritive value ag is 
the meat from the more 
popular cuts. 

Tying in closely with 
the story of meat as a 
leader among foods from 
the standpoint of nutri- 
tive and health values, 
the Board’s staff of home 
economists is presenting 
the latest authoritative 
concerning meat 
selection and preparation 
in their programs. <A 
of 68 different 
meat dishes are prepared 
during the program in 
each city. These include 
beef, veal, pork and lamb 
dishes, sausages and 
ready-to-serve meats. As 
each dish is_ prepared, 
the methods of preparing foods served to go 
with it are also demonstrated. 

Homemakers are told what cuts should 
be broiled, pan-broiled, roasted, braised, or 
cooked in water. Tips on buying meat are 
given. Factors associated with meat selec- 
tion are described. In addition, the lectur- 
ers stress the value of lard as an all-pur- 
pose cooking fat, high in nutritive and 
heath values. Thirty-three dishes made with 
lard are prepared in each. program. 

Increased interest is aroused through a 
home defense quiz and a meat recipe con- 
test. The quiz is designed to stress the 
foods necessary in the balanced diet and the 
part that meat plays in this diet. In each 
city an award will be made to the woman 
who submits the best meat recipe. This 
contest is expected to make available hun- 
dreds of unusual and appetizing ways to use 
meat in the menus. 

Speaking of this nation-wide health de- 
fense program, R. C. Pollock, the Board’s 
general manager says: “Much has been 
done in the past in educating Americas 
housewives as to the place of meat in the

Nearly one thousand people from south- 
ern Indiana, with a sprinkling from more 
distant points, gathered at Shoals, Indiana, 
bright and early Wednesday, August 6th. 
These people were on hand to see the ani- 
mals competing for prizes and ribbons at 
the Third Annual Baltimore and Ohio Gold 


Medal Calf Club Show. They were not to 
be disappointed. Since shortly after day- 
break, truck after truck had rumbled into 
the show grounds loaded with prize Aber- 
deen-Angus, Hereford and Shorthorn cattle. 
The huge tent was filled with the sound of 
bellowing steers and busy owners were pre- 
paring their animals for the show ring. At 
the word of the announcer over the public 
address system, the visitors crowded out of 
the tent and perched themselves on bleach- 
ers surrounding the open-air judging arena. 
The show was on! Class after class was led 
to the arena and ribbons were awarded as 
designated by the judge. Most of the day 
was required to place the 114 calves which 
made up this largest show of its kind in the 
state, and the task was made even more dif- 
ficult by the uniformly high quality of the 
animals competing. 


This district show, which has been grow- 
ing every year, is organized and managed 
by a committee of representative beef breed- 
ers from the participating counties in co- 
operation with the county agricultural 
agents of the district, the Animal Husban- 
dry Department of Purdue University and 
the Agricultural Development Department 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. The 
railroad presents premium ribbons and cash 
prizes and awards a “Certificate of Appre- 
ciation,” signed by Director H. J. Reed of 
Purdue University, President R. B. White 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and E. 
B. Moore, president of the Indiana Live 
Stock Breeders’ Association, to the owner of 
the sire of the champion “Get-of-Sire” in 
ecognition of his achievement and contri- 
bution to the improvement of agriculture. 
The business men of Shoals cooperate by 
furnishing all the physical equipment of the 
show. Over half the animals entered in the 
show were Aberdeen-Angus and the Aber- 


deen-Angus breed topped the li P 
ners at the show. Sothern ont wee 
breeders, however, have promised some oa 
competition next year. The grand deme 
plon steer was a truly outstanding Aber. 
deen-Angus sired by Elmora Lad R. a ‘d 
owned by Glessie Carrico and Son of “Oak 
town, Knox County. The reserve champion 
was also an Aberdeen-Angus of such quality 
as to stand out in any herd, but lacking th; 
outstanding characteristics of the champion, 
This reserve steer is owned by Leon Hewitt. 
Bedford, Lawrence County. The Aberdeen. 
Angus breed again came to the fore in the 
Get-of-Sire class. Here, three animals, all 
sired by the same bull, show in a group. The 
three Aberdeen-Angus calves owned by He- 
witt and Wood of Bedford, Indiana, were ad- 
juged grand champions. These three smooth 
and blocky calves were sired by Briar of St. 
Albans, a joy to the eye of any Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder. This same bull was the sire 
of the reserve champion steer. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Gold Medal Calf 
Club Show is not only an exhibition of fine 
cattle raised by the breeders and farmers of 
southern Indiana, but is a challenge to all 
farmers who strive for improvement of their 
cattle through better breeding, feeding and 
management.

aration of meals which build strong bodies 
and insure good health. Much remains to 
be done. The need for increased attention 
to this phase of national defense is shown 
by a survey revealing that 45 million of our 
people are living below the danger line of 

an adequate diet. 

“A survey conducted by a national wom- 
en’s magazine has brought out that its read- 
ers are more interested in information about 
meat cookery than any other food. We 
have learned that being well fed means the 
right choice of foods in the daily meals. The 
facts revealed by these surveys are a chal- 
lenge to the live stock and meat industry. 
We feel that the effort now under way will 
be a definite contribution to the health de- 
fense program.”
